AT of the Commiſſariates and 1uri[diCtion ginen to Arch-biſhops and Biſhops, 


7 VR Soveraine Lord vnderſtanding that in all well go+ 
verned Republicks, the juriſdiction civill and eccle(1a- 
ſtick are ſeverall,diſtin& anddiuers inriſditions,which 
8 oght to be by the perſons ro whom the ſame properly 
7 belongs: And according to his Highnes moſt loving & 
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S princelic affection bornealwaies tothe chriſtian refor- 
= -©E/zzmecd Churche within this Realme, being moſt willing 
that the ſaid Church ſhould brook and iojſctheir liberties, priviledges, fre- 
dome and juriſdiction granted vnto them by his Maieſtie(trom whom on- 
lietheir temporall iuriſdiction doth flow) and in that regarde belonging to 
themas being one of the eſtares of Parliament moſt neceſſare to be main« 
tained for giving of their adviſe, counfell and affiſtance in all his Maieſties 
great and weightie affaires, Hes with expreſle adviſe and conſent of the e- 
ſtares of Parliament reſtored and redintegrate the Arch-biſhops and Bi- 
ſhops of this Realmero their former authoritie,digairie,prerogative,privi- 
ledges and iuriſdictions lawfvllie pertaining and ſhal beknown to pertaine 
to them(alwaies flowing from his Maieſtic,aſlwell asanie other ordinar iy- 
ri{dition doth) and ſpeciallie to the iuriſdiftion of commiſſariates and ad- 
miniſtration of iuſtice by their commiſſioners and depuries in all ſpirituall 
and eccleſiaſtical cauſes contraverted berwene any perſones dwelling with- 
inthe bounds & diocecs of their prelacies and biſhopricks: With ful power 
to the ſaids Arch-biſhops, Biſhops and their ſucceſſors 1n all time heereaf< 
ter to nominate & create ſufficient, wiſe, diſcreet and learned men, beſt ac- 
quainted with the law and praQtick ofthis realme;,to ſerue and adminiſtrare 
juſtice in the aids places of iudicatorie, to conſtitute clarks and all other 
vnder-officers ſo oft as the ſame ſhall vaik by dimiſſion, deceaſe,deprivation 
or otherwaics,and to provide others in their places with as great r—_ 
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ard libertie as anic Arch-biſhops or Biſkops in this realme ſormerlic hes 
Cone: Which commiſſares to be nominate and create by them ſhall ivdge 
and decide in all cavſles belonging to their iudicatorie: and wherein the 
commiſſares preſentlic in cfhice arc in vie to decice, keeping the ſame ſtyle 
and forme which is preſentlie obſerved, and that manner of proceeding 


which ſhall be preſcrived and inioyned to them by ſpeciall iniunctiones - 


withour anic alteration of the preſent lawes or introduction ofnew and vn- 
couth praticks vpon the ſubieds andlieges, and ſhall haue power of con- 
firmation of teſtaments everyone of them within their own boſids, the quo- 
tes thereofto be payed to the Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, their chamberlaines, 
factors and vnder-reccivers appointed by them, For the better effeuating 
whereof his Maieſtie andeſtates of Parliament ordaines letters of horning 
tobe given and granted bythe Lords of Seflion in that ſame veric force that 
the Commiſſarespreſent hes it,for execution of al their ſentences and de- 
creetes which ſhall happen to be pronounced, and compelling of perſones 
to enter and confirme the teftaments of their defurts in the very ſame ma- 
ner thatformerlie hes bene done, And for maintaining all thingsin better 
order and the reſtraining of valawfull divorcements too frequentlie pra- 
Etiſed within this realme,to the high diſhonor of God and{lander of trew 
Religion, His Maieſtic with adviſe and conſent foreſaid hes ſtatute and or- 
dained that inthe burgh of Edinburgh there ſhal be reſident alwaics foure 
Commiſſares, two to be nominate and appointed by the Archbiſhop of 
Sancandrois,and two by the Arch-biſhop of Glaſgow, who ſhall haue the 
onelie power to decide inallcauſles of divorcemeant, As likewiſe ſhal haue 
power of reduction of all decreetes pronoliced by anic other Commiſſares 
tothe hurt andprejudice of anic ofthe lieges: Before whom itſhall be on- 
lie lawfull to intend and perſew reduQtions of inferior Commiſlares their 
ſentences ard decreetes inprimamſtantia, And incace the ſaids Commiſlares 
to be appointed by the Arch-biſhops of Sanandrois and Glaſgow,as ſaid 
3s,performe notthcir duetie, the Lords of Seflion ſhall haue power to try, 
cognoſce and determine inthe ſame: and ſhall iudge vpon all decreetes & 
ſentences alledged to be wrongouſlie pronounced by them, Andthar be- 
cauſe they are his Maiecſties great Confiſtorie, ro whom his Highnes with 
=dviſe ofthe ſaidseftates, Gives and grants an high and ſupreme commi{- 
ſion for al ſuch cavſſes, to iudge and determine in ſuch caces, And declares 
thatitſhall be lawfull ro the ſaids Lords of Counſel] and Seffion To advo- 
cate cavſſesto themſeJues from anic of the Commiſſares, vpon iuſt & law= 
full complaintes madeto them by anicof the ſubiets, and not otherwaies, 
Provyding alwaies that the faid Seffion ſhall ever be rcadie to giue an ac- 
compt to his Maieſtie thattheir advocations have becne grounded vpon 
probable and Jawfull grounds forthe well of the ſubicts, And thatthis 
foreſaid act may be put in preſent effec, his Maicſtie with adviſe foreſaid 
declares all focmer eretionsof Commilſlariates to be ſuppreſſed & cxtin& 
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From this forth and for ever, all conſtitutions that haue beene in former 
'tyme of the ſame in whatſoeuer part ofthe realme the ſame hath beeneere- 
| &cd, and by whatſoever manner the ſame hes proceced, aGts ofparliament 
| ſecreertcounſell and others made thereanent, And in like manerdiſcharges 
. and annullesall preſentations, gif:s and diſpoſitions made by his Highnes 
' tothe Commillares prefent,or ro anie others concerning the ſaid commil- 
| fariates,and all rights acquired by them by deceaſe,dimiſſion,or howſoever 
' the fame hes vaicked, and all gifts and diſpoſitions made in favors of their 
| Clarks and members of Court, by whatſomever manner or orderthe ſame 
| hes proceeded. With this proviſion alwaies that the Commiſſares pre- 
; ſentlic in office, their clarks and other members of Court, who ſhallbe au- 
| thorized with teftimoniall from the Lords of Seſſion of their ſufficiencie 8& 
. qualification totheir feverall places and offices, ſhall brooke and joiſe the 
ſame, they alwaics recciving a newe preſentation and gift of their offices 


from the Arch-biſhops and Biſhops of their dyoſies where they ſerue, be- 


| tweene andthe firſt daycof December next to come: Otherwaies if incace 
| the aids Commiſſares and other members of courtdoe not produce the 


foreſaid Teſtimonial! from the Lords of Seflion,as ſaidis, It ſhall be lawfull 


' tothe Arch-biſhops and Biſhops to provide other ſufficient perſons to the 
' faidsplaces, The reſtitution of the ſaid juriſdiftion alwaies to be with cx- 
' preſſe reſervation of his Highnes and his ſucceſlorstheirprerogatiue & ſu- 


premacy in al cauſles eccleſ1aſticaland civill within this realme.Provyding 
that this preſent act ſhall no waies be hurtfull norprejudicialto the herita- 


. ble right ofthe comiſſariate within the bounds of Argile g—_—_— to Ar- 


chcbald now Earle of Argile,butthe ſameto ſtand in theſameforce,ſtregth 
and effec as it was before this preſent at, And notwithſtanding thereotor 
auic claule therin conteined Prov! de ime:

{ Oraſmuch as among the infinite monuments andteſti- 
* monies of his Maieſties trew pietic, fingulare wiſdome, 
linceerezcale to juſtice and fatherly care of his people, 

/ the eſtates of this Kingdome haue not found any bring- 
= ing more deſerved commendation and permanent re- 
© nowneto his Maieſtic, or greater profit, quyctnes and 
SESSAZEE comfort to his Subics, nor his conſtant perſeverance 
in his moſt religious and prudent reſolution to cxtirpare the vngodlic, bar- 
barous and brutall cuſtome of deadlie feeds, which by the invetcratc abuſe 
of manie bypaſt ages was become {o frequent in this rcalme, as the ſubjects 
of greateſt raokand qualitic vppon everic naughtic occafion ot baſe and vn- 
worthie contraveifics of neighborhoode, for turves, fold-dykes, furres or 
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marches of lands, fooliſh words or drunken diſcords betweeneth-ir mea» 
neſt ſervants and dependers, andanie other in the countrie, did ſo readilie 
embrace the protection of their vnyuſt and vnneceſfarie quarreiles as did 
manie times involue themſclues andtheir whole friendſhip in moſt bloody 
and mortall troubles, which they did proſecute with fi.ch malice andcru- 
eltie, as to the extreme perrell of their ſoules, infamic oftheir memoriai!, 
and overthrow of their owne and their adverſaries houſes, Did diſtract rhe 
kingdotne in oppoſite factions, and manie times furniſhed matter of moſt 
pernicious,ſeditious and civill warres, The inconveniences whereofbeing 
manifeſtlic ſcene and ſerfiblic felt both by the Princes and people of this 
realme in many bypaſt ages and earneſtlicſoghtto have bene removed.yer 
the corruption was ſo vniverſall, thatthe greateſt part prevailing againſt 
the beſt, that cruell barbaritie had both continuance and daylic increaſe, 
vatill his Maicſtie bending the excellent wiſdome and rare graces of his 
royall minde ( wherewith God hes endewed him more aboundantlicthen 
anie King thatever didraigne in this Iland) againſt that godleſtc, vnnaturall 
and beaſtliecuſtome, did deviſe and eftabliſha moſt godlie, juſt and pru- 
dent law and ordinance for the courſe to be obſerved, for removing vpon 
equitable and juſt conditions the deadlie feeds, which thenſtoode in great 
number berweene the moſt powerfull ſubiects in this kingdome and their 
kinſmen.afliſters andpartakers: In the execution whereof, God having mis 
raculoullie aſſiſted his Maieſties moſtholie & iuſt inrention, after exccding 
greatcarc and paines taine by his Maieſtic in tryall of the original] cauſes 
of the ſajds diſcords, the trew circumſtances ot the injuries and loſes ſoſtai- 
ned by either partic, and inpreſcriving dew ſatisfaction to be indifferemlic 
madeFot redreſle of all bypaſt harmes and wrongs, his Maiclties admirable 
conſtancie hes ſo overcome all difficulties, that the whole knowne feedes 
within the kingdome being now removed by peifite reconciliation, & jult 
contentment of all parties having intereſt therein,his Maieſties whole fub- 
jets findes ſuch joye and bappines inthe ſweete frutes of his wiſdome and 
providence expreſſed in that cace, Thattheycarneſtlie wiſh that his Maie- 
ſtie who hes ſo carefullic exterminate that abhominable peſt of deadlie 
feeds, way in his {ingulare wiſdome finde meanes for ever to prevent the 
reviving of that monſter, VWherein his Maieſtie conſidering that nothing 


gaue ſogreat grouth and ſtrength to that bypaſt barbaritie as the ſlowth of 


magiſtrates innot ſuppreſſing the firſt ſeeds of theſe diſſentions,which bec« 
ing ſmall and weake inthe beginning, for peets, turves, devets, fold-dykes, 
poyndings, neighborlie marches, injurious words or light brawles, were 
then eaſilie to be ſerled, if diligence and authoritie had beene joined for re- 
prefiing thereof, which becingnegletedby theſe ro whom it appertained, 
theſe l1ghtjarresand inſolences did verie oft kindle ſuch flames of diſorder, 
diſlention,rankor and feed, as in many yceres with great ftreames of blood, 
defolation ard ruine of great and auncient houſes and races could _ ic 
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be quenched, For remeede whereof his Maieſtie &eſtates foreſaides Ra- 
tifies and approoves the former act made by his Highnefle for aboliſhing 
deadlie feeds in everic head, clauſe and article thereof. And farther ſta. 
rutes & ordaines that in everic thyre within this kingdome there ſhall be 
yeerclic appointed by his Maicſtie, ſome godlie, wife andvertuous gentle- 
men of good qualitic,moyen & report, making reſidence withinthe ſame, 
inſuch number asthe bounds of the ſhyre ſhall require, tobe Commiſſio- 
ners for keeping his Mateſties peace, to wh6 his Maieſty with adviſe of the 
Lords of his privie Counſel ſhal giue power & commiſſion to foreſee, try 8& 
prevent all ſuch occaſiones as may breed trouble or violence amongſt his 
Maieſties ſubicCts, or forceable contempr of his Maicſties authoritie and 
breach ofhis peace: andto command all perſones in whom they ſhallſee 
manifeſt intention to make trouble or diſorder, either by gathering roge- 
ther ofidle and diforderlie perſones, orby public bearing or wearing of 
Viſtolles or other forbidden weapons, and ſuch other riotous & lwaggring 
behaviour: To bindethemſclues and fide caution vnder competent paines 
to obſerue his Maieſties peace, and for their compearance before his Mas 
ieſties Iuſticeor Lords of hisprivie Counſell, ro vnderly ſuch order as ſhall 
be found convenient for puniſhingtheir tranſgreſſions or ſtaying of trou+ 
bles and enormities: And if need bees, to require the dewtifull and obedi+- 
ent ſubiects of the ſhyre to concurre with them in preventing al ſuch con« 
temprs and violences,or for taking or warding of the wilfull and difobedi- 
ent authors commirrers & foſlerers of theſe crimes & diſorders vndet ſuch 
competent atbitrare paines as his Maicſtic and Lords of his ptivie Counſel 
ſhall appoint for the offenders, and ſuch ofthe countrie as being required 
ſhall not giue their ready and afolde concurranceto his Maieſties commif 
fioners in thepremiſſes, whereby the ordinare magiſtrates & officers with- 
in theſhyres may bethe berter afliſted, and their abſence, imployments or 
other impediments more commodiovſlic ſupplied, without derogation of 
their iuriſdiction or want of readie comfort andiuſtice tothe obedient ſub 
ies within the bounds thereof. Ordaining alſo the ſaids commiſſioners ts 
ive trew advertiſement and information to the Lords of his Maielties pri- 
vie Counſell, Iuſtice generall and his depures,his Maieſties Thefaurer and 
other magiſtrates and officers whom it effcires, of the names of ſuch faith- 
full and vaſuſpedt witneſſes and aſlyſſcrsro be ſuminonedin all crymesand 
diſorders which ſhall happen to fall forth within the ſaids ſhyres, as ſhall 
be knowne to be moſt mecte andable for tryall and probation of theſame, 
and for eſchewing that ſuch as are either aged, ficklie or vnable to travell, 
or ignorant of the fats to be tryed, be not vnyuſtlie vexedor vnneceſlarely 
drawne from their owne houſes and effaires for matters wherein they arg 
notable to giue anic light,

\ of his Maieſtiecs cwpyre, magniticence of his Court, 
ia fameot his wiſdome andiuſtice and of the civilitic of 
'/ + his ſubiects, hes alreadie begun to allure divers foraire 

| \ Princes and other ſtrangers of alleſtates to make more 
Sie 'Z\ frequent repaire to this countrie nor they ever did in a+ 
niepreceeding age: which reſort of ſtrangers will by all appearance both 
continve and daylie more and more increaſe, and by them,no doubt, report 
will go throvgh al the world of the eſtate & governement of the kingdome 
according tothe order which they ſhal ſee cb{erved within the fame:wher- 
ofthe rules and good exemple flowing from the eſtates of Parliament and 
magiſtrates to the whole remanentſubiccts of the realme, Ir is moſt neceſ- 
fare that ſuch gravitie and comelines be vied by the Lords ard Commiſs 
fares of Parliament,and other magiſtrates in their apparel! and bchaveor as 
maye beſt deſervethe good report and trew commendation of all Princes, 
Noble men and other ſtrangers who ſhall have occaſion to ſee and relate 
theſame,Thereſpe& whereof having induced his Maicſtie to preſcriuve to 
the Nobilitic apparell for che Parliament becomming their eſtate, And vn- * 
derſtarding rhatthe remanent members of that high Court hes not con- 
formed thewſelues to that conveniencie,neither yer rhart the courſe inten- 
ded by his Maicſtie for diſcharging noble men and gentle men to beele- 
Cted Provoſts and magiltrates of burrowes (whereof none ſhould be capa- 
ble but burgeſſes actuall trafickers and inhabitants of the faids burrowes) 
hes taine ſuch effect as is molt neceſlare for preſervation of the liberties 8& 
good eftare of the ſaids burrowes, & hindring the diffipation of their com- 
mon good and perverting of their priviledges, For remecd whereof his 
Mateſtiewith adviſe of the eſtates of his Highnes Parliament Statues &or 
daines thatno wan ſhall in anie time comming be capable of Provoſtry 
or other magiſtracie within anie burgh of this realme, nor be elected to a- 
nie of the {aids offices within burgh,but marchants and actval trafickers in- 
habiting within the ſaids burghes allanerlie, and no others. And that the 
ſaids magiſtrates of burrowes, to be hereafter elected and their commiſſto- 
ners of Parliament Shall haue and weareat Parliament conventions and 
other ſolemne times and meettings when the dignitieſhall require it, ſuch 
comelic and decent apparell as his Maieſtie ſhall preſcriue convenient for 
theirrank andeſtate, whereby they may be decerned from other common 
Burgeſles, ard be more reverenced by the people ſi;bic& to their charge. 
Ana bccaute acomelie, decent & orderlic habite of apparel of the ludges 
of the land, is notonlie an ornament to themſelues (being a badge & mark 
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for Ciſtinguiſhing them from the vulgare ſort) but the ſame alſo breedes in 
common people that reverence and regarde that is dew and proper for men 
in theſe places: And this beeing a cuſlome vniverſallie obſerved almoſt 
thiogh al! Emope, The want whereof is much cenſured by ſtrangers refor- 
ting in tacke parts, The (aids eſtates therefore vpon infinite proofes they 
hauc of his Maieſties mcſt fingulare wifdome in all his dire&tiones and of 
his gracious love and aficction to this his native kingdome. Haue in all hu- 
milicie referred ro his H ighnes owne appointment The aſſigning of anic 
fuch ſeveral] ſortof habite and veſtiment as ſha!l be in his Maicſtics iudge- 
went moſt fitting & proper, as well for Lords of Seffion being the ſupreme 
Judpes in civill actions, as forall other inferior Iudges ofthe like cauſes, 
as allo for the criminall and Ecclcfiaſticall Iudgdes, and for Advocates, 
Lawyers andall others living by law and practiſe thereof, that ſoeveric one 
of theſe people may be knowen and dignolſced in their place, calling and 
function, and way be accordingiic regarded and reſpected, Atrover his Ma- 
zeſtic and eſtates foreſaids, conſidering whar ſlander and contewpr hes a« 
riſen to the Ecclcfiaſticall eſtate of this Lingdome by the occaſion of the 
light & vndecent apparel] vicd by ſome of thar profeſſion, and chiefly theſe 
having vote in Parliament, It is therefore ſtatute that everic Preacher of 
Gods word ſhall hereafter weare blacke,giaue and comelic apparell beſce- 
ming men of theireſtate and profeſſion, As likewaies that all Pryors, Ab» 
bors and Prelates having vote in Parliament, and ſpeciallic Biſhops, ſhall 
weare grave and decent apparell agreable totheir tunion, and as apper- 
taines to me of their rank, dignity & place. And becauſe the whole eſtates 
humbly & thaktfully acknowledges that God of his great mercie hes made 
the people andubiectsof this countrie fo happy as to haue a King raigne 
over vs who is moſt godly,wiſe andreligious, hating al erroneous andvaine 
ſuperſtition, juſt in governement and of long experience therein, knowing 
better then anie King living what appertaines and is convenient foreverie 
eſtate in their behaviour and dewtie. Therefore it is agreed and conſented 
20 by the ſaids eſtates that what order ſo cuerhis Maieſtic in his great wiſ- 
dome ſhall thinke fic to preſcriue for the apparell of Churchmen agreable 
ro their eſtate & moyen. The ſame being ſent inwrite by his Maieſtie to his 
Clarke of Regiſter,ſhall be a ſufficient warrandto him for inſerting thereof 
in the books of Parliament, to have the ſtrength and effect of an attthere- 
of, with executorials of horning to follow therevpon againſt ſuch perſones 
as within the ſpace of after the publication or intima- 
tion to them of the ſaid a&t or charges vied againſt them therevpon , ſhall 
nor provide themſelues of the apparell ro be appointed by his Mateſtie 
for men of their vocation and eſtate to be vied and worne by them and 
their ſucceſſors at the times and in manner tobe expreſſed inthe ſaid Act 
tobe made by his Highnesthereanent. | =

of England, anddivershis Maieſtics honorable Counſcllors, magiſtrates & 
worthy ſubieRs of that his Maieſties kingdome:the c 6tumacie whereot be- 
ing ableto incenſethe people of England to iuſt grief & miſconrentmenr, 
may not only hinderthe intended vnion of all the goodfubics ofthis mo.

*people or countric of England, or ofany Counfellour thereof,tending to 
the remembrance of the ancient grudges borne in time of bypaſt troubles; 
(the occalion whereof is now happilie aboliſhedby the bleſſed conjunis' 
of the faids kingdomes vrder his Maicſties foveraighity & obedience) or to , 
the hinderance of the wiſhed accompliſhrpent of the perfetvnion of the 
fatdskingdomes,or to theſlander orreproch ofthe eſtate,people or coun- 
rric of England,or diſhonor or prejudiceofanie Codllellorof the faidking- 
dome, whciby hatred may be foſtgred & intertained or miſliking raiſed be- 
tEweene his Maicſtics faithfull ſubiz&s ofthis Ile.

of his Highnes privie Counſc!l,ſhall be ſeverelie puniſhed in their perſons 
and goods, by iopr:fonment, baniſkmenr.iyning or more rigorotts corpo-- 
ra!l paine, asthe qualitic of the offence ſhall be found to merite at his Ma- 
ictties pleaſure: And all ſuch as hearing or getting knowledge of anic ſuch 
ſpeeches or writes, ſhal concealethe ſame,and not reveile them to his Ma- 
ieftics ordinare officers,magiſtrats or Counſellors, wherby the authors and 


eiſperfers thereof may be puniſhed, ſhal vnderly the ike tryall & paine, 


At ancnt ſuvitine perſones of the borders to the in-countric. 


Orafmrch as the Kings Maieſticis reſolved to purge the middleſhires 
of this Ile heretofore called the borders of Scotland & England ofthat 
batbarous cruelty, wickednes & incivilitie which by invererate cuſtony 
was almoſt become naturall to wany of the irhabitants thereof, andto re- 
duce them tothe knowledge,loue andfcare of God, reverence of his Maie- 
tics authority,obedience of his lawes and dutie totheirnighbors:For acc6- 
pliſhing of that moſt royall defigne, made chole of one to be Commiſſioner 
in theſe bounds, whom by manie aſſured proofes of former imployments of 
oreateſt conſequence, his Maicſtic knew to be indued with all qualities ne- 
ceffaric for ſo weightie a charge: who following preciſclie rhe rules of his 
Maieſties moſt prudent direCtions,and vſing all poſlible diligence 8 dexte- 
ritic in proſecution thereof, made ſo happie progreſſe in that good courle, 
as juſtlic puniſhing the moſt perverſed & rebellious ringleaders (whoſe a- 
mendement was deſperate) and tranſporting others of them foorthof this 
Ve.the reſt were broughtto verie ſetled quyernes 8 obedience ofhis Maie- 
ſties lawes,a verie few number of out-Jawes onelic excepted, who being (0 
earnelUy ſearched & perſued in theſe bounds,as al hope ofeſcaping &lon- 
er impunity was taine from them,they haue by moſt ſubtle & crafry means 
of changing their names,and difſemblingthe | lace of their nativity, Con- 
voyed themſelues inthe in-countries of this realme, and in{:nuated them- 
ſelues in ſervice with Noble men & others of good qualitie,not only there- 
by cſchewingtheir deſerved puniſhment, but alſo abuſing and harming his 
Maieſties good ſubicQs by their darned ftouths inthe incountrie tranſpor- 
red refer & quyetly folde inthe bounds ofthe late borders: Andagain tea» 
ling gearc forth thereof & our of rhe bounds of theſe middle-ſhires, &out- 
ting & ſelliogthe ſame inthe in-countries. Pefides that others of the ſaides 
outlawes have beencallured & had reſer & overſight in the in-countries by 
ſome men of rank & power to be inſtruments & executors of ſuch revenge 
and miſcheefe againſt theſe to whom they beare malice, grudge or quar- 
zell, which for fcare of his Maieſties lawes and authoritie they durſtnor at. 
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themſelues. For remeede wherof his Maieſty with adviſeand con- 
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hereafter either receite or rereine anie man borng or Jong habitvate in the: 


late borders in his ſervice or-copany or vpon his lands,vnics he have certain 


' knowledge or atrew & authentick teſtimonial of his Maicſtics gieat C om- 


miſſioner of the late. borders orhis deputcs,of the ſaid bordet-mars new: 
name and ſurname,place of his nativitie and report of his nuerh ard Jaw- 
tic,and that he is noknowen maletactor, but repute a dewtitull & obedicnt 
ſubictgnder thepaine to incur the datger,and to be made anfwerable ci: 
viliy and crimina]ly to his Maieſtic andall his lawfull ſubiets for al ations 
and crimes which might be any waies Jaide tothe charge of the faids bro» 
ken men.,for anie cauſe or occaſion either preceedirg or during the time of 
their receiving or retaining them 1a their ſervice, company er vppon their 
Jands,as iftheteſctter had committed the ſaids faults himſelfe. As likewiſe 
becauſe ſome who are norknowen to haue comitted any haynous c ffence 
intheir owneperſone pbcaining teſtimohiall of their name, birth & gocd 
report'may give thefame to broken men to be ved by them) in places where 


they are not knowen, Itis ſtatute and ordained that whoſcerer ſhall eyther . 
£ive his teftimoniall to ahie man, whereby it may be abuſed by another 


norhim to whcm it was trewlie graunted, or who ſhall falſlie vie another 


mans teſtimoniall, or who ſhall fordge to himlelfe or vic a falſereſtimonial 


m thepremiſles, ſhall be puniſht to the death, Andto the cffe&t his Maic- 
ſties faithfull and obedient ſubicRs may have the better knowleepe of the 
faids fpgitives-ahd broken men, and that ſrch asrcſer them mgy>want all 
EE excuſe of ignorance, It is ſtatute and ordained thata Roll ſhall 

ze made by his Maieſties great Commiſſtoner of the middle ſhires, contei- 
fing the names of the ſaids rebels, fugitiues, outlawes & broken men w the 
moſt notor & evident marks 8 deſcription of their age, ſtature,colour & a- 
ther tokens whereby they may be moſt eaſilie andreadily knowen. Andbe- 
Ing imprinted ſhall beſent ro the ſhireffes and magiſtrates of the in. coun- 
tries, and proclaimed art the market croſſes of the headburrowes of the
